BIG SURPRISE IS PROMISED.

NO TALK OF COMPROMISE HEARD. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Ave. 6.—[{Special. ]—The bat- 
tle to the death between organized labor and 
the billion-dollar steel combine will begin in 
earnest when the last turn is made in the 
mills on Saturday next. 

The formal order calling out all union men 
in the employ of the big corporation was 
issued this evening by President Shaffer, and 
from now on the contest will be waged with 
“all the resources each side can command. 

Members of the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel, and Tin Workers and officers 
of the United States Steel corporation are 
‘agreed on one point—that the fight must con- 
tinue until one side admits absolute defeat. 


Neither Will Talk Compromise. ' 
Whether the union is to be wiped out as a 
factor in the deplings of the men with their 
employers or is to be recognized as empow- 
ered to rule on all points at issue still is a 
matter of doubt. At present neither side 
admits the possibility. of compromise and 
each is eager for a chance to display its 
strength, 


That suffering, enormous financial , and 
serious injury to the business inte of 
the country will result is acknowledged by | 


all. Ridting, bloodshed, and death are likely y,

,@rave Fears of Violence. 

Tt is feared, hoWever, that even with this 
endeavor the Amalgamiated-officials 
will be unable to restrain some of the hot- 
headed members of the organization, and 
trouble may come. 

While the order issued today affects direct- 
| ly only 100,000 men, in addition to the 55,000 
now out, hundreds of thousands more will 
be made idle not only in the steel mills but 
in plants depending upon their product for 
material. Already one factory at Niles, 
Mich., has been forced to close because it 
had no steel to Work on. - 


Order Sent to All Lodges. 
The strike -call was issued from the 
Amalgamated association headquarters and 

matied to all Amalgamated lodge officials, 
who are expected to call their men into the } 
strike. 

‘The text of the call follows: * 
_ * Brethren: The officials of the Unitea 
States steel trust have refused to recognize 
as union men those who are now striving 
for the right to organize. The Executive 
board has authorized me to issue a call upon 
all Amalgamated and other Anion men in 
name and heart to join in movement to 
fight for labor’s rights. — 

“We must fight or give up forever our 
personal liberties. 


No Contracts with New Combine. 

+ “You will be told tat you have signed 
contracts, but you never agreed to surrender 
those contracts to the United States Steel 
corporation. Its officers think you were sold 
to them, just as the mills were, contracts and 
all. 

Remember, you agreed to any 
contract you took an obligation to the Amal- 
gamated association. It now calls you to 
help in this hour of need.

Tunnel Under Vault at

Away 1,200 Pounds 

of Bullion. 


ESCAPE ON BAY IN BOAT. 


Dig for Weeks Under Building— 
Firm Believes Some Em- 
ploye Gave Informa- 
to Thieves. 


POLICE FAIL TO FIND CLEW. 


Vallejo, Cal., Aug. 6.—[Special. ]—Robbers 
last night looted the strong room at the Selby 
Smelting and Lead company’s works here, 
transported over 1,200 pounds of gold to a 
boat in the bay, overlooked $110,000 of gold 
in sacks in the vault, lost two huge bricks 
in their hurry ’to escape, but secured $280,000 
and got away, leaving no trace or clew. The 
robbery was not discovered until this morn- 


ing. 


The robbery was the result of weeks of 
patient work. The safecrackers dug a “tun- 
nel alongside the house in which the gold 
was stored in a steel-lined vault, burrowed 
under the vault, and attacked the steel plates 
from below. The work must have taken 
more than a month. Every day the mouth 
of -the tunnel was covered With false work 
and the dirt replaced. The dirt taken from 
the tunnel was carried away and dumped. 
into the bay. 

Last night the boring on the plates had 
progressed so far.that only a few moment's 


work was needed to open a large door into 


the vault. The drilling was so carefully done 
that the plates were held only by a thin tissue 
of steel. Part of the work was done more 
than a month ago, the rest within a few days. 


| Think Robbers Had Aid. 

Officials of the. company are convinced 
some one connected with the works was in 
the plot, for the robbers understood all about. 
the plant and timed their robbery for the 
night on which the greatest amount of gold 
‘was in the vault. 

Last night one of the watchmen employed 


about the premises heard noises inside the 


vault, and informed his fellows that ghosts 
were inside the vault. They. laughed at him 
and made no investigation, and the robbers 
were left unmolested at theirwork.  . 

The Selby Smelting and Lead company is 
the largest concern of its kind on the Pacific

for the benefit of possible pursuers. ve 


Police Have No Clews. . 


The police have not the slightest clew. 
They do not know whether the crime was 
committed by one man or a dozen. Tele-| 
grams have been sent to every Sheriff in the 
State ordering him to search for the miss- 
ing gold, to overhaul every boat and steamer 
‘within his jurisdiction, to search every rall- 
road train and stage coach passing through 
his county, and to examine every one taking 
passage 
throughout the State.

Wait for Heavy Run of Gold. 
Only one day’s accumulation of refined gold 


was kept at the works. Yesterday’s run was 
unusually heavy and the gold was to have 
been shipped back’to San Francisco today.

MANY COMPLAINTS ARE 


Flagrant breaking of the law forbidding 
the sale of impure ice for domestic purposes 
has been discovered in Chicago by the State 
Pure Food commission. Early yesterday 
morning Commissioner Alfred H. Jones tele- 
‘graphed to all his inspectors throughout the 
State to report at once in Chicago and begin 
the most thorough investigation ever at 
tempted by them. Not an ice plant will ex- 
cape examination, and all found gullty of 
selling impure ice for domestic use will te 
prosecuted. 

Roused by hundreds ‘of complaints ftom 
citizens, Commissioners Jones and R. M. Pat- 
terson met at Springfield on Monday after- 
noon and decifged to take action. It & 
claimed by the commission that nearly every 
ice firm in Chicago selis ice fit only for cooling 
and & purposes, and that tRe frequency 
of fever is to this. breaking 
the law. . 


Astounded at of Law: 

“We are astounded at the open disregard 
of the law by Chicago ice dealers,” said 
Commissioner Patterson yesterday, a few 
moments after he stepped from the tram 
that brought him from the conference at 
Springfield. ‘Hundreds of thousands. of 
tons of ice, cut from pools which ere stage 
nant, are daily being sold to’ housewtves 
| Hardly an ice chest but is a ménace to pub+ ~ 
lic health and hardly a glass of water cooled 
by chopped ice but és dangerous to the one 
that drinks it. 

“Ice dealers sell this impure stuff with 
impunity. You can buy it from almost any 
wagon with absolutely no guarantee that. 
what you get is fit to use. Hardly a com- 
pany but is guilty and not om will escape

Frosen Animal in Ice.
